Last week we witnessed a sit- 
down or a walkout or something 
played by the CIO warehousemen.

In fact the stooge was put back to 
work after about eight days of 
strike .. men lost hundreds of 
dollars and nothing accomplished.

Of 100 Applicants 
Only Two Given Jobs— 

The U. S. employment service 
found jobs for only two of each 100 
men and women registered at its 
offices in January, it reported this 
week. 

The number of registered job- 
seekers was 6,054,616, and the num- 
ber of jobs found for them was 
135,759. Of these, 91,876 were in_ pri- 
vate industry, 41,803 were on public 
work, and 2,080 were relief jobs. 


60 Per Cent Hike In 
Millionaire Incomes— 

If million-dollar incomes are the 
criterion of prosperity, the nation 
was well on the road to recovery in 
1936. 

Treasury department income fig- 
ures for that year, released this 
week, disclosed a 50 per cent in- 
crease in the number of taxpayers 
in that class—61 against 41 the pre- 
ceding year. 

They had a combined income of 
$107,641,000 and paid $77,138,000 to 
the government. 

All told, there were 5,447,438 re- 
turns, of which 2,888,132 were tax- 
able, an increase of 39.7 per cent. 


“Real Wages” Higher, 
Labor Reports Show— 

According to labor department re- 
ports, the average income of em- 
ployed wage earners in all indus- 
tries, “other than agriculture,” was 
$1,398 in 1929, dropped to $1,020 at 
the depression low point in 1933, 
then rose to $1,211 in 1986 and 
$1,289 in 1937. 

Although the average worker’s 
money income was higher in 1929 
than in 1937, the department con- 
tends that the opposite was true of 
his “real income” which, it holds, 
was 8.9 per cent higher in 1937 than 
in 1929. The department explains 
that prices were higher in 1929, and, 
therefore, each pay envelope dollar 
bought less than it did in 1937,

The American Federation of La- 
bor has granted a federal labor un- 
jon charter to employes of a large 
industrial plant at Russellville, Ala. 

Negotiations are under way which 
are expected to result in a union 
contract, bringing improvements 
in the wages, hours and working 
conditions of the men.

LOSE FIRST GAME 


East Bay League Champions 
Defeated by 28 to 25 Score 
by Paint Makers 


By providing one of the biggest 
upsets in organized labor’s athletic 
history, the paint makers’ basket- 
ball team, whipped the formerly in- 
vincible steam fitters’ quintet last 
week and gained for the brother- 


hood of painters, the distinction of 
being established as uncontested 


champions of the new A. F. of L. 
labor temple. 
All the more glory is being 


heaped on the paint makers by their 
admirers because of the terrific 
odds they were able to overcome. 
Prior game-time quoting was 5 to 1 
that the steamers would win by at 
least 11 points. “Scoop” Gibbons 
was a sorry sight when he learned 
that his eastbay league leaders 
were humbled by the once lowly 
paint makers’ casaba_tossers. 
Kopke’s prediction that his boys 
would win because they were more 
slippery than a school of skinned 
eels in a sea of egg yolks proved all 
too true for their foes, and the final 
score, 28 to 25, showed that they 
just squirmed by with victory. 


Better Team Wins 

Until the last three minutes the 
game ran as predicted by the ma- 
jority of sports writers. The steam 
fitters lead at half time was 12 to 
8. At the three-quarter mark they 
were still leading 20 to 14. With 
only three minutes remaining in the 
game they were still far ahead 
leading by 8 points. But here 
where the never say die spirit and 
uncanny shooting ability almost 
miracuously raised the paint mak- 
ers from the depths of defeat to the 
glorified heights of a 
victory as they potted seven—seven 
mind you—field goals in a row dur- 
ing the last three minutes, to come 
out on top. Nor let it be construed 
that the steam fitters were not all 
they were cracked up to be—for 
they were brilliant in defeat. The 
paint makers were heard to say in 
the shower rooms after the game 
that they were the toughest, fairest 
and most sportsmanlike team they 
had ever played. The boys were 
great whether they won or lost and 
they certainly gave the spectators 
a thrill for their }money in their 
blanket finish.

Relief Chieftain T: Tells Presiden 
That Recession Drop Has 
Been Halted 


The best news the administration 
has received for some time wa 
carried to the white house thi 
week by Aubrey Williams, assistan' 
WPA administrator, who told Pres 
ident Roosevelt there had been 
turn for the better in the unen 
ployment situation. 


The report was significant, be 
cause Williams has not been in th: 
habit. of glossing over unpalatable 
facts or issuing “Pollyanna” state 
ments. 

Relief officials, Willlams declared 
were agreeably surprised since | 
they had not anticipated the brea! 
before the middle of March, wher 
it is a reasonable assumption that 
seasonable activities will be re 
sumed, 

Burden Still Heavy 

This does not mean, it was ex 
plained, that the relief officials will 
not need $250,000,000 additiona! 
funds provided in a deficiency bil! 
finally approved by congress and 
signed by the president last week 
The country still faces a staggerin: 
problem, with 2,000,000 on WPA 
rolls, Williams explained. The onl 
consolation he derived is tha‘ 
everything indicates that the de 
mand for assistance wil’ be less tha: 
had been anticipated. 

Typical of what is happening in 
industrial states is a report by th 
Pennsylvania board of public as 
sistance that during the two week 
ending February 19 the relief roll 
of that state had shown a declin 
of more than 60,000 names, the 
largest drop for any two weeks 
period since mid-December, 1935. 

Williams’ report was one of s¢ 
eral on which the president ba 
a prediction of a moderate upturn 
in business this month.

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Health Insurance Is the Only Hope of Poor, 
President Told

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The American Medical association and other groups which are 
fighting group health insurance and have a spasm at the mere 
mention of socialized medicine will find it exceedingly difficult 
to laugh off or explain away the significance of a comprehensive 
report laid before the president this week by the technical com- 
mittee on medical care, created more than a year ago. Most of 
its members are physicians. 


Because “one-half of the population is too poor to afford the 
cost of medical care on any basis,” the committee declared in so 
many words, a national system of health insurance is inevitable. 

“To deal with the problem at all,” the committee said, “large 
financial support is needed,” and, obviously, it pointed out, only 
the federal government has the necessary resources. 

Declaring that illness and premature death cost the nation the 
staggering sum of $10,000,000,000 annually, the committee in- | 
sisted that ‘‘the essential inadequacy in respect to health services | 
is not in our capacity to produce, but in our incapacity to dis- 
tribute.”

One of the striking disclosures was that medical science has 
made great progress during the last half century, but that it has 
meant nothing to people of modest means. 

“It is a cause for grave concern,” the report added, “that the 
poor of our large cities experience sickness and death rates as 
high today as were the rates of 50 years ago.”

Just a Ridiculous Bunch 


Lead by leaders that at one time disrupted the labor council 
meetings here, the CIO pulled another “Brodie” last week when 
they upset the entire city by their “wise leadership” of throwing 
out of work some 500 warehousemen all because a man refused 
to do his work. 

The ridiculous part of the whole thing was the fact that the 
“wise leaders” didn’t have the full support of the membership 
they represent. Most of the men are fed-up with the “quickie” 
strike action of the leaders. Some even went so far as to drop 
their membership in the CIO union. 

One CIO member said, ‘who are these leaders that take it 
upon themselves to dictate the by-laws and constitution of our 
membership? Why should we, as workers, suffer because they 
use everything but their brains (if they have any) to settle our 
controversies? Why sheuld we suffer the loss of our homes, go 
without food and clothing, lose hundreds of dollars in wages, 
that are never returned, all because of ‘nit-wit’ leadership. 

“These so-called labor leaders must be stopped or we will again 
sacrifice our jobs, our homes and our families . . . all for what? 
For nothing! We gained nothing in the recent warehouse strike. 
We only added more public prejudice to our cause. These wise 
cracking, know-nothing trouble makers must be told where to 
head in at or we will be ruined forever.” 

Dumb leadership is often the cause of many mistakes and the 
CIO takes first prize. 


Union Organization Pays 


Another striking example of the benefits which the workers 
gain by strong organization in unions affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor is well illustrated by the recent achieve- 
ment of New York Photoengravers’ Union Number One, New 
York City. 

The union asked for a new agreement establishing a thirty- 
five hour week for day workers during 1938 and 1939, a thirty- 
four and one-half hour week for night workers during 1938 and | 
a thirty-three and three-quarter hour week during 1939 for a 
five day, five night week. Fifteen hundred men were involved. 
At first the employers refused this just demand, but following 
a two and one-half day’s strike they yielded and the fifteen 
hundred workers all returned to their jobs on the new schedule.

Wage can “40-Hour Week, 
Feature New Pact; Other 
Agreements Signed

Workers who are tired of shav- 
ing with blade and brush and lather 
can now do the job with a union- 
made electric shaving machine. 

The Schick Dry Shaver company, 
Stamford, Conn., has just signed a 
union shop agreement with the in- 
ternational association of machin- 
ists, it was announced this week at 
the union’s general offices in Wash- 
ington. A 5-cent hourly increase and 
the 40-hour week was secured, The 
pact covers all tool and die mak- 
ers and maintenance machinists 
and provides for annual vacations 
of one week with pay.

Wage aah in Oklahoma

week for women except in small 
town ,stores. The maximum work 
week for men will be from forty- 
eight to fifty-nine hours. Opera- 
tion of this law will be watched with 
keen interest all over the country.

SEATTLE FLORISTS GAIN 
PAY INCREASE PACT 


Agreement With Retail Florists As- 
sociation Also Recognizes Union 
As Sole Bargaining Agent for 
Employes and Provides Guaran- 
tee Against Discrimination for 
Union Activities. 


A union agreement entered into 
between the Retail Florists Em- 
players’ Association of Seattle and 
Florists Union, Local No. 20975, A. 


F. of L., is proving a boon for all 
concerned, according to late re- 
ports. 


The closed shop contract recog- 
nized the union as exclusive collec- 
tive bargaining agent, while the 
union recognized the association as 
representative of any employer. 

Ten per cent was added to the 
wages of all receiving less than 
$23.70 per week, these being termed 
apprentices. All receiving over top 
apprentice wage and less than $30 
a week, also got a ten per cent wage 
boost, while those making over $30 
a week prior to the effective date 
of the contract received an increase 
of five per cent. 

The 8-hour work day and 6-day 
week were established under the 
contract, with all overtime in ex- 
cess of two hours to be paid for at 
time and a half. 

The contract guarantees the 
workers against discrimination for 
union activities and against dis- 
charge for upholding union princi- 
ples. A grievance committee set up 
by the contract to settle any dis- 
putes over details that arise ap- 
pears to be working smoothly. An 
arbitration clause also assures fair 
treatment on any serious dispute 
and the workers are protected in 
numerous other ways.

HOUSTON BREWERIES
